To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 


For  reasons  given  in  the  previous 

Annual  Report  it  has  been  necessary  this  year,  as  you  will  see,  to  completely 
rearrange,  section  and  enlarge  the  Report.  On  the  other  hand  and  in  consequence, 
it  is  inevitable  that  some  continuity  of  reporting  is  lost,  and  a  time  when 
continuity  with  future  reports  on  the  majority  of  the  services  will  no  longer 
bo  possible  owing  to  the  far  reaching  changes  that  came  into  effect  on  the 
5th,  July  1948. 

On  the  5th.  July  1948,  as  you  know, 

important  public  health  services  provided  by  the  Urban  District  Council  were 
transferred  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Hational  Health  Service  Act, 1946,  namely,  the  Ambulance  Service,  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Service,  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Service  and  tho  Health 
Visiting  Service,  As  a  result  it  is  only  possible  to  report  on  those  transferred 
services  in  detail  for  tho  period  up  to  the  date  of  transfer.  The  Report  may, 
therefore,  bo  viev/ed  as  covering  two  well  defined  periods  and  should  bo  road  in 
this  light. 

Turning  now  to  the  sections  of  tho  Report 
and  in  order  of  their  appearance,  I  would  invite  your  attention  to  tho  following 
point,  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  appropriate  section, 

512  live  babies  were  born  during  tho  year, 

44  loss  than  the  previous  yoar;  whereas  the  number  of  still  births  at  5  remains 
unchanged.  This  is  reflected  in  the  Live  Birth  Rate  which  has  fallen  from 
19,7  to  17.2  -  a  figure  slightly  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole  -  and  a  rise  in  the  Still  Birth  Rate  from  13.85  to  15.  11  potential 

citizens  lost  their  lives  before  reaching  six  months  of  age  giving  an  Infantile 
Death  Rate  of  35  an  increo.se  of  2  on  the  previous  year  and  a  decrease  of  23  on  the 
average  for  tho  previous  5  years.  It  is  of  interest  to  n^to  that  only  one  of 
these  infants  who  died  was  illegitimate. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General's  figures 
the  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000  total  births  has  risen  from  2.76  in  1947 
to  2,82  in  1948.  As  two  maternal  deaths  occurred  in  1947  and  only  ono  in  1948  it 
is  difficult  to  see  how  these  figures  have  been  arrived  at.  It  will  be  noted  that 
tho  Cancer  Death  Rate  has  increased  and  the  Tuberculosis  Loath  Rate  has  almost 
doubled.  Even  so,  the  Crude  Death  Rate,  all  causes,  has  fallen  slightly  from  11.9 
to  11,7  bringing  it  within  0.9  of  that  of  England  and  Wales.  Once  again  Heart 
Disease  was  the  greatest  single  cause  of  doath,  particularly  in  males,  and  cancer 
tho  second  greatest  single  cause. 
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At  Section  B,  will  be  found  a  brief 

resume  of  the  essential  health  services  available  in  the  aroaj  useful  information 
which  does  not  appear  to  have  been  given  in  earlier  reports. 

The  general  sanitary  circumstancos  of  the 
area  have  remained  reasonably  satisfactory  and  seme  progress  has  been  made. 

The  housing  problem  is  well-known  to  you  and  needs  no  amplification  by  no, 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  essential  information 
and- figures  given  in  Sections  C,  D  and  E, 


There  has  boen  no  outbreak  of  infectious 
orvcpntagious  disease  of  momont.  Scarlet  Fever,  184  notifications,  was  the 
most  prevalent  but  generally  speaking  was  of  a  mild  nature  and  no  deaths  occurred. 
Measles  with  160  notifications  was  the  next  most  prevalent  disease.  This, too, 
was  generally  of  a  mild  character  and  no  deaths  resulted.  The  incidence  of 
whooping  cough,  unlike  many  other  areas  was,  fortunately,  comparatively  low. 

This  is  of  particular  interest  at  the  present  time  when  consequent  upon  the 
successful  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign,  whopping  cough  has  replaced 
diphtheria  as  the  greatest  debilitating  and  lethal  infection  of  child  life  and 
at  a  time  when  the  results  of  the  Medical  Hesearoh  Councils  extensive  research 
into  the  prophylactic  value  of  various  immunising  agents  are  eagerly  awaited. 

Two  cases  of  poliomylitis  wore  notified.  162  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
removed  to  hospital  during  the  year  under  review  as  against  72  in  the  preceoding 
year. 


Clearly  there  yet  remains  much  research 
and  progress  to  be  made  in  the  field  of  public  health.  To  this  end  closer 
attention  to  local  problems  is  needed  than  con  be  given  under  tho  present  system 
whereby  a  single  medical  officer  is  nominated  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  a  number  of  districts  in  addition  to  his  other  responsibilities  in  a  Health 
Division  as  a  whole.

Notification  of  Births, 


Births  being  notifiable  to  the  Local

There  being  no  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  the  District  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  under  review,  it  was  necessary 
to  engage  the  services  of  a  Medical  Officer  employed  by  another  Authority, 

Up  to  the  4th,  July,  24  sessions  wero  held 
at  the  Astley  Clinics  and  24  at  the  Tyldesloy  Clinic.

Dr,  W,  P,  Addis  has  continued  as  the 
Consultant  Obestrician  throughout  the  year  attending  the  Centre  each  second 
and  fourth  Friday  of  the  month.  11  sessions  were  held  and  125  Expectant  Mothers 
made  371  attendances. 


The  George  Street  Clinic  whore  the  Clinic 
has  been  held  is  quite  unsuitable  for  the  purpose,  the  essential  shortcomings 
being  inadequate  washing  facilities  for  the  obestrician  and  no  real  privacy 
during  examination  .Sine::  the  5th, July,  the  Clinic  has  been  transferred  to  the 
more  modern  and  better  equipped  County  Clinic  premises  in  Elliott  Street,

Water  Supply. 


The  water  supply  is  obtained  in  bulk  by 
agreement  with  the  Manchester  Corporation,  It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

There  are  still  a  few  isolated  houses 

without  a  piped  supply,  these  are  chiefly  situated  in  an  isolated  part  of  the 
district  and  the  dwellings  are  confined  to  temporary  structures  occupied  in 
connection  with  snail  holdings  of  agricultural  land. 


Drainage  end  Sewerage, 


No  change  has  been  made  in  the  drainage 

or  sewerage  scheme  during  the  year. 

Rivers  and  Streams, 

Efforts  are  made  to  secure  prevention 

of  discharge  of  effluent  from  various  sources  in  the  district,  Host  of  the 
streams  in  the  district  are  fairly  heavily  polluted. 

Sanitary  Accomodation, 


In  the  Urban  District  there  are  a  great 

number  of  properties  not  connected  to  the  Public  Sewer,  These  have  either  pail  or 
privy  closets ,  They  are  mainly  in  the  rural  area  not  served  by  Public  Sewers,  or 
that  part  of  the  district  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  Leigh  Rural  District, 
Owing  to  the  war  and  the  poor  condition  of  many  of  these  properties,  there  has 
been  unavoidable  delay  in  making  any  great  progress.

During  the  year  22  properties  were  connected 


There  are  also  a  large  number  of  waste  water 
closets  throughout  the  district,  and  steady  progress  is  being  made  in  converting 
these  to  fresh  water  closets.  During  the  year,  28  conversions  wore  carried  out,. 
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A  grant  of  £  9  or  half  the  cost, 

whichever  is  the  lesser  is  made  in  the  case  of  privy  conversions,  end  £8  or 
half  the  cost  whichever  is  the  lesser, in  the  case  of  waste  water  closet 
conversions . 

Public  Cleansing. 

In  September,  the  service  of  refuse  collect 
ion  was  re-organised  and  a  foreman  was  appointed. 

Instead  of  a  fortnightly  collection  of 

refuse  from  part  of  the  district  and  weekly  for  the  remainder, all  the  refuse  is 
collected  weekly  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping, 

;  The  available  ground  for  tipping  is  very 

limited  and  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  to  obtain  a  more  permanent  site. 

Salvage  is  collected  separately  as  far  as 
possible,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  show  an  increase  in  the  salvage  of  waste 
paper,  although  the  kitchen  waste  collected  showed  a  decrease. 

Generally  speaking,  there  has  been  little 
difficulty  in  obtaining  tho  renewal  of  dustbins  where  necessary,  and  during  the 
year  451  dustbins  were  supplied  by  the  Department,  at  the  request  of  the  owners 
of  affected  properties. 


During  the  year  a  new  Dennis  Refuse  Vehicle 
was  delivered  to  replace  an  existing  vehicle  which  had  to  be  scrapped.

Rodent  Infestation. 


During  the  year  the  Council  took  advantage

ministry. 

All  complaints  of  Rats  and  Mice  are  dealt 

with,  and  a  part  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  to  deal  with  the  complaints.  Tho 
various  properties  belonging  to  the  Council  are  dealt  with  by  regular  routine 
treatment  raid  the  Sewers  receive  treatment  every  six  months.

is  very  satisfactory.

and  in  sone  detail  upon  tho  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  Public  Swim  in  g  Bath, 
Union  Street,  and  express  ny  real  concern  at  the  potential  risk  it  presents  to  the 
Health  of  tho  bathers. 


It  would  appear  that  to  bring  tho  bath 

up  to  nodorn  standards  end  requirenonts  is  an  uneconomical  proposition,  in  which 
case  tho  only  satisfactory  solution  is  to  pross  on  with  the  Council's  proposal  to 
oroct  a  new  bath.

have  not  boon  resumed,  but  complaints  have  beon  doalt  with  as  thoy  wore  received. 

nr  iV)  ,  .  ,,  to  thG  a6°  of  thQ  properties, the  lack 

of  attention  during  the  war  years,  and  tho  difficulties  of  the  post-war  period 

many  of  tho  houses  over  which  complaints  are  received  would  be  subject  to 
learanc e . Areas ,  if  alternate  accommodation  were  available.  The  re-housing 
question  is  still  very  unsatisfactory.  It  is  only  possible  to  Carry  out  minor 
repairs  to  existing  property,  as  any  large  scale  attempt  at  re-conditioning 
could  not  be  carried  out  because  of  the  uneconomic  rents  of  these  houses. 


Generally  speaking,  the  only  satisfactory- 
method  of  dealing  with  housing,  will  bo  by  wholesale  slum  clearance. 

It  has  been  possible  to  deal  with  7 

individual  unfit  houses  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act, 1936.  The  tenants 
of  these .houses  wo *©  re-housed  by  the  Council  and  the  property  demolished  or 
undertakings  accepted  from  the  Owners  not  to  re-let  the  properties. 

Post-War  Housing. 


Since  the  war  the  Council  have  completed 
187  houses  ond  50  prefabricated  dwellings,  but  there  is  a  waiting  list  of 
approximately  400  applicants,  and  every  indication  that  the  number  will  increase. 

Council  Houses. 

Before  the  tenancy  of  a  Council  House  is 
granted  to  an  applicant,  all  furniture  is  examined  at  the  former  residence, and 
in  this  connection  198  visits  wore  made.

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Thirty-six  notices  of  slaughter  were 
received  and  54  carcases  of  pigs  inspected  at  the  place  of  slaughter. 

One  pig  carcase, with  offal,  suffering 
from  generalised  Tuberculosis  was  condemned,  It  is  regrcttablo  that  there 
are  no  legal  powers  allowing  tho  seizure  of  moat  which  has  boon 
slaughtered  for  home  consumption.  It  requires  great  persuasion  to  obtain 
possession  of  a  diseased  carcase,  when  tho  owner  con  choose  whether  or 
not  he  will  surrender  some,  as  his  loss  is  very  real, 

Tho  Ministry  of  Food  Centralised 

Slaughtering  Schomo  operates  from  Leigh,  and  whilst  this  is  very 
satisf o.c tory,  improvement  could  be  made  in  the  handling  and  conveyance 
of  meat  from  Leigh,  Generally  speaking,  tho  difficulties  are  mainly  duo 
to  the  absence  of  suitablo  vehicles  for  the  transport  of  fresh  meat. 

During  the  year,  horse  slaughtering  for 
human  consumption  commenced  at  one  lioensed  slaughterhouse,  and  52 
carcases  wore  inspected.  They  wore  all  of  excellent  quality  and  the 
meat  was  delivered  to  a  neighbouring  town  for  retail  sale.
